| And further, That one Mr. Ayimer (a Boy of about 
Thirteen Years of Age) was appointed Deputy Muſter- 
Maſter to the Four Marine Regiments, altho' wholly 
Incapable of performing the Duty of the ſaid Employ- 
ment ; And is at this time upon the Eſtabliſhment for 
Halt-Pay. bs 


The ſaid Edward Douglas therefore Humbly 
deſires, he may be admitted into Half-pay, 
(as the Commiſſary and the other Deputy are;) 
Or that he may be paid his Arrears out of the 
Sum of Fifty five thouſand Five Hundred 
and Twenty Pounds, Provided by this Honoti- 
rable Houſe, as aforeſaid. 
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
